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Who Will Be Lost?

“For the Son of man is come to seek and to save that 


which was lost.’’—Luke 19:10. 


MODERNISM in the form of New 
Theology has had its influence 
on both the use and the meaning 
of language, rendering some of the 
most meaningful words quite un- 
popular and others meaningless. 

Sin is a word so often employed 
in Scripture that it takes seven 
columns in Young’s large concord- 
ance to print the lines in which it 
appears. 

“SIN” was a term often em- 
ployed in the nineteenth century, 
and it conveyed no _ uncertain 
meaning. It was “the transgression 
of the law,” especially the law of 
God. As Joseph Parker of the 
City Temple once put it, “It was 
a blow in the face of God.” 


“LOST” was in equally common 
use fifty .years ago, and men 
feared and shuddered at its em- 


ployment, for it hinted at eternal 


doom for the soul. 
“HELL” suggested a place of tor- 
ment, and was not supposed to be 


over-symbolized by “a lake of fire” 
(Rev. 20:10, 14, 15). Now the 
average man smiles at each of 
them. 

“Sin” is a misstep in the up- 
ward climb. “Lost” is a temporary 
bewilderment, and “Hell” a do- 


mestic disagreement.

These milk-and-water § defini- 
tions of “sin,” “lost,”” and “Hell” 
have their influence also on their 
opposites—‘“‘holiness,” “salvation,” 
and “‘Heaven’’—making each of 
them in turn matters of no mo- 
ment; for if “sin” is of no concern, 
“holiness” is of no value. If “lost” 
is not to be feared, “salvation” is 
not to be craved: and if “Hell” is 
only a domestic difference, the on- 
ly Heaven there is, is a home of 
fair contentment here on earth. 


However, there are yet many 
who believe that Bible terms are 
not subject to such fluctuations; 
that “till heaven and earth pass, 
one jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law, till all 
|_ be, fulfilled.” And since we agree 


with that company, our theme is 
justified and our question becomes 
important—“Who Then Will Be 
Lost?” 

This question we propose to an- 
swer by raising two other ques- 
tions, paradoxical as that propo- 
sition may sound. Those two ques- 
tions are, Who Are the Lost? Why 
Are They Lost?

Indians are a dark people, many 
are black as the darkest Negro, 
specially in the south of India, 
but they usually do not have Ne- 
groid. characterisitics. Principally 
they are of Aryan race. They 
usually have straight black hair, 
sometimes moderately wavy like 
Caucasians. 

Yonder sits a Moslem (we 
usually calk them Mohammedans). 
He sits through the service with 
his red fez on his head, the char- 
acteristic headdress of his re- 
ligious group. After the sermon, 
with joy I see him raise his hand 
for prayer and go into the in- 


but sleeps in a footpath. Yet he 
is a happy, transformed person, 
out witnessing for Jesus these two 
days.

A Christian Indian gentleman 
of means, an active Christian, 
said to me Monday, “India is the 
hardest field in the world. There 
is so much education, the heathen 
religions are so strong, the strong 
nationalism makes people keep 
their eastern religions, not west- 
ern Christianity.. Modernism has 
watered down the Christian mes- 
sage until there is little ear for 
the truth.”

We all knew that he had 
a dagger under his garment, as 
all Sikhs do. 

Two days ago a young man was 
saved, a Hindu of the untouch- 
able caste. He was very poorly 
dressed, has no home, no bed,

soloist. One particular Sunday 
night our team was invited to a 
church in Chicago where we pre- 
sented our usual program and 


then turned the service over to the | 


pastor for the closing invitation. 

The preliminary part of the 
meeting had gone along without 
a hitch and I was just breathing 
a little sigh of relief as the pastor 
asked the congregation to turn 
to the invitational hymn, “Just 
As You Are, Come Home” in the 
hymnbook. Even though I had 
practically learned to walk in the 
sawdust aisles of revival tent 
meetings, that was one song I 
had never heard of! Instead of 
even trying to sing the first verse 
along with the congregation, I 
listened rather distractedly and 


wondered if anyone would be 
saved. 
The first verse of the song 


came to a close and somewhere in 


the fog of my inattention I heard 


- 


the pastor saying quietly, ‘Miss 
Rice, will you please sing the 
second verse?” I gulped in horror. 
Not only was the melody part 
far to high for my inexperienced 
voice, but the song was completely 
unfamiliar and I hadn't listened to 
a word of the first verse. I was 


so scared the music became one 
big blur! Frantically I clutched 
the arm of the~ girl who sang 
soprano in our trio, and begged 
in a hoarse whisper, “Here, you 
Sing it, please. He must mean 
you!” She kept her eyes closed 
and stubbornly shook her head 


“no.” By that time the pianist had 
already sounded an insistent open- 
ing chord and I struck out in the 
weakest, most wobbly voice you 
ever heard. I doubt if I hit ten 
notes right in the whole stanza. 
The only thing I was aware-of 
was that the horrible squeaking 
I heard was my own voice and 
that my classmates to the right 
and left of me were so con- 
vulsed with laughter they made 
the bench shake. 


A woman was saved that night, 
believe it or not, right in the mid- 
dle of that pitiful second verse, 
but I was so buried in my own 
humiliation and wounded pride, I 
didn’t even care. I was furious 
with the quite innocent pastor for 
asking me to sing, indignant with 
my friends for their perfectly 
natural teen-age giggles, and sick 
with embarrassment at the mess 
I had made. I privately vowed 
I’d never do another thing in pub- 
lic as long as I lived. I certainly 
didn’t intend to put myself in a 


position again where people could 


| laugh at me! 


Fortunately someone eventually 
reminded me that the only thing 
seriously injured was my own 
pride and that the world would 
probably go on just about the 
same whether I sang well or not! 
It all boiled down to the fact 
that I hadn’t honestly been sing- 
ing to serve the Lord in the first 
place. I was merely enjoying the 
chance to exploit my own self- 
importance. Still, as I said, it took 
several years for me to learn to 
laugh whenever the story was 
told. 


I'll have to confess that my ego 
still gets tender-skinned pretty 
often. Oh, not in such obvious 
ways, of course. I’ve had too much 
practice trying to appear humble 
and spiritual. But what is it, if 
not pride, that makes flattery so 
sweet to my ears, or candid, hon- 
est criticism so hard to take? 
Why is it so many of us have to 
be flattered and cajoled into doing 
what we ought to do humbly, yet 
willingly for the Lord? Any pas- 
tor or Christian worker can tell a 
dozen imstances where he has had 
to baby along “mature” Christians 
in doing real sincere work for God. 
How often have you heard some- 
one say, “Well, be careful how 
you approach such-and-such. You 
know how easily offended she is,” 
or worse yet, “So-and-so 
be a good Sunday School super- 
intendant except that she’s 
touchy she’s a little hard to work 
with’? 

Now that I’ve dragged out my 
dirty linen, let’s get personal 
about you. When you are asked to 
sing in the choir or teach a Sun- 
day School class or tell a flannel- 
graph story, do you simper sweet- 
ly, “Oh, no! Really, I couldn't. 
I'm not talented,” and all the 
time you are hoping someone will 
just beg you to do it? Do you 
sometimes think people don’t ap- 
preciate your value to the church? 
Do your feelings get hurt pretty 
often? Don’t tell me; just test 
your own heart. Maybe you need 
to post Psalm 119:165 over your 
kitchen sink or at your desk, or 
especially in your heart: 

“Great peace have they which 
love thy law: and nothing shall 
offend them.”

roted, “All God requires is that we 
be faithful, not successful!” Yes, 
God expects us to be faithful, 
and as faithful soul winners, we 
will win souls. If there are no 
souls being won, there’s some- 
thing wrong. Just as sure as the 
insurance agent called on a thou- 
sand people and sold no insurance, 
there is something wrong some- 
where. 


Others say, “It’s just that 
American idea of mass production 


and counting of numbers and 
statistics.” In the Bible (an 
oriental book) is recorded re- 
peatediy “three thousand were 
added to the church... ,” “five 
thousand were added to the 
church ... ,” “Many repented 
~..-, “Multitudes believed.” 


It is apparent that if one per- 
son wins one soul a year and 
another man wins a thousand a 
year, the man who wins one soul 
is not too anxious to broadcast 
the fact, which is simply humble 
pride. 

“Awake my _ soul!” Stretch 
every nerve, and press with vigour 
on. A heavenly race demands thy 
zeal and immortal crown.’—P. 
Doddridge. 

What does God say about re- 
wards for soul winning? We read, 
“Look to yourselves, that we lose 
not those things which we have 
wrought, but that we receive a 
full reward” (II John 8). In other 
words, God expects a hundred 
pennies on a dollar. 

“Every man shall receive his 
own reward according to his own 
labour” -(I Cor. 3:8). “We are 
made companions of Christ, if we 
hold . . . steadfast unto the end” 
(Heb. 3:14). 

Paul asked in I Corinthians 9:1, 
“Are not ye my work in... the 
Lord?” 

God is a rewarder or dispenser 
of rewards to them that diligently 
seek Him. He is one who pays 
dividends, wages befitting hire. 
However, we are cautioned to keep 
our eyes on eternity. John 6:27, 
“Labour ... for that meat which 
endureth unto everlasting life.” 

If we’re workirg primarily for 
the rewards of soul winning only, 
we have a lesser motive, but God 
will bless us in spite of our 
motives. 

I have used this illustration re- 
peatedly preaching to Christians 
in Japanese churches. ; 

If the pastor of this church 
should say, “Now, between this 
Sunday and next Sunday, one 
week’s period, I will offer a one- 
hHhundred-dollaz reward for any 
church member who will win a 
soul. All you have to do is win 
a soul and bring him to this 
church and you will receive the 
money.” Do you know what would 
happen? Why every church mem- 
ber would not ,eat, or sleep, but 
would be going from hvuse to 
house, knocking on doors, button- 
holing people on the street, win- 
ning. souls. Why? To get a hun- 
dred dollars. Isn’t that true? Get 
a vision of the glory of God and 
you, too, can say with Paul, “That 
I may gain the more, that I may 
by all means save some.” You 


| 
> 
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can cry out with Paul, “What is 
our hope or joy or crown of re- 
joicing? . . . ye in the presence 
of our Lord Jesus Christ at his 
coming!”’ 

If you will get alone with God 
and receive the baptism of His 
love and power and wisdom, you 
will be delivered from the spirit 
of fear, and henceforth you shall 
catch men. “Every man’s work 
shall be made manifest: for the day 
shall declare it, because it shall 
be revealed by fire; and the fire 
shall try every man’s work of what 
sort it is. If any man’s work abide 
. . . he shall receive a reward. If 
any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss: but he him- 
self shall be saved; yet so as by 
fire” (I Cor. 3:13, 14). 


David Brainerd cried out from 
the heart of his mission field, “I 
care not how or where I live or 
what hardships I go through if 
I can but gain souls to Christ!” 
Matthew Henry wrote, “It is a 
greater happiness to bring home 
one soul to Christ than moun- 
tains of silver and gold to myself.” 
Madeley said, “If you live to 
preach the Gospel for forty years 
and are the instrument of saving 
only one soul, it will be worth 
all your labors.” 


We read of the five crowns, the 
incorruptible crown, the crown of 
rejoicing, the crown of righteous- 
ness, the crown of life, and the 
crown of Glory. We all know that 
those crowns, when they are given 
to us, will be for only one pur- 
pose—to rush up to the throne 
and lay them down in humility 
and joy at the pierced feet of Him 
who said, “From henceforth you 
shall catch men.” 

But let me say something here 
which I have never read, and that 
is the ideal soul winner has a pas- 
sion for souls all the time. It is 
not something that can be inflated 
and deflated like an inner tube 
which you pump up for a certain 
occasion and after using, let out 
all the air and it returns to a 
flabby nothingness. I believe the 
best soul winner is “in season and 
out of season,” going about his 
work of winning souls. 

This true passion for soul win- 
ning, this getting others to de- 
cide for Christ, is the controlling 
mechanism of the true soul win- 
ner. The balanced believer realizes 
that passion itself is the very 
heartbeat of the Christ living in 
him. He is at once diplomatic and 
tactful, not touchy but longsuf- 
fering and with a perception and 
discernment which pierces into the 
very soul of the sinner. 

On the mission field of Japan 
there are many reasons why soul 
winning is the most neglected 
grace of the Christian life. Though 
we could list many reasons, I be- 
lieve first and foremost is the 
fact that Japanese are imitators. 
They are simply imitating their 
teachers who are foreign mission- 
aries. Coupled with the fact that 
they see none of this daily passion 
in their lives is the disheartening 
curse of The Orient called “Enryo” 
(a placid indifference, reserve or 
politeness). Along with this is the 
morbid fear of giving invitations 
at public meeting as well as press- 
ing for personal decisions for 
Christ. Basically, it’s the fear of 
losing face. Then there is the

“Great and learned sage” who 
simply dispels information but 
never compels action. Then there 
is the underlying factor that their 
Barthianism makes them not be- 
lieve truly the Word of God. The 
Word says, “Except a man repent 
and be converted, he shall perish.” 

Since there is this lack of real 
passion of the Spirit-filled witness, 
few and rare are the jewels of 
Christ who go from house to 
house, doing personal work in 
Japan. Few are they who carry 
tracts in their pockets and per- 
sonally dispense them in trains and 
in crowds. We are not following 
“in His steps.”” May God raise up 
some true standards to stem the 
flood, to make up the hedge and 
fill up the gap. True soul winners 
who will go out into the highways 
and byways and compel the sin- 
ners to come to the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb. Are*you a candi- 
date to be one of these? 

The real secret of a worldwide 
soul-winning program lies in per- 
sonal evangelism. D. L. Moody 
said, “The way to reach the 
masses is to reach them one by 
one.”’ Charles Spurgeon said, “The 
best fruit is hand-picked.”’ Bishop 
Taylor Smith said, “If I were 
walking down the road and met 
you walking with another man, 
and you introduced your friend to 
me, that would be personal work.” 

The objective of personal work 
is simply to introduce another to 
Christ as Lord and Saviour. If 
a man ascended to Heaven and 
saw the beautiful nature of the 
future world, his feeling of won- 
der, in itself most delightful, 
would lose its sweetness if he 
had not someone he could tell 
it. 

Charles G. Finney, D. L. Moody, 
R. A. Torrey, Charles Alexander, 
Billy Sunday and J. W. Chapman 
all excelled as personal workers 
and encouraged personal evange- 
lism. The word “preach” occurs 
112 times in the New Testament 
and means “to proclaim.” It is 
the equivalent of 6 8 different 
Greek verbs. Three of these mean 
to bear a message of good tidings 
(used 60 times). Another one 
means “to publish or proclaim” 
(used 50 timds). “To speak of 
talk about, to ‘dispute or reason” 
is Only used twice. Only one of 
these 6 words suggest a formal 
sermon. The rest denote man to 
man evangelism.

at the Hume High School. This did 
not include those saved Sunday 
morning at the Victoria Gardens 
Church, those saved at Gospel 
Hall one night I preached, those 
saved at the Full Gospel Church 
on Sunday morning, others won 
after the services at night as the 
crowd dispersed, and those won 
outside the actual services.

There were probably thirty or 
forty individuals who helped in the 
campaign and there were probab- 
ly two other congregations which, 
though not officially sponsoring 
the campaign, were friendly to- 
ward it. There were far more 
converts than there were members 
in all the churches which took 
any interest in the campaign. 

It is amazing how God overcame 
handicaps. We had no chofr. The 
only musical instrument usually 
was an accordion. The preaching 
in all the evening services was 
through an interpreter. Brother 
Jake Johnson, chairman, did won- 
derful hard work. There were 
many prayer meetings. Some 
twenty thousand handbills were 
given out on the streets. The co- 
operation of the missionaries and 
of several national pastors and 
Christian workers was very, very 
fine. 

But the support bafis, church 
wise, was very small. By the 
strict standards of those of us 
who have been in big city-wide 
campaigns, the preliminaries were 
rather loosely handled with a new

unto the lost sheep of the hovse’ 


of Israel” (Matt. 15:24). 


When Jesus sent forth the 
twelve, He commanded them, say- 
ing, “Go rather to’ the lost sheep 
of’ the house of Israel” -(Matt. 
10°6). , 

The following text brings out 
the’same thought, “.. . This day 
is sdlvation come to this house, 
forasmwuch as he also is a son of 
Abraham, For the Son of man is 
come to’ seek and to save that 
which bas lost,” i. e.—the Jew 
(Like 19°9,. 10). Zacchaéus was 
regarded “as lost before he came 
to Christ. | 

There are.a great many. people 
in these days, modernist minis- 
ters being leaders, who are try- 
ing.to impress the public to the 
contrary. Christ’s estimate of the 
Jews condition is not their esti- 
mate. They think the Jew is safe, 
and they are quite dispesed to de- 


fend him against all critics, and | 


to fellowship him on the ground 
that he has as much right to his 
religion as Christians have to 
theirs; that he is, doubtless, just 
as safe in believing the same as 
are Christians. 

This position by liberal minis- 
ters .1S ._most_ natural. ~Lewis 
Browne, author of “This Béliev- 
ing World,” contributed to ‘The 
American Jewish World” an article 


‘on the controversy then raging in 


Minnesota over the teaching of 
evolution in tax-supported schools. 
Among other things he said, “My 
advice to the Jews of Minnesota 
is to join with the Christian lib- 
erals in their opposition to this 
bill. The Jew, by nature, is a lib- 
eral.”’ 

No one who knows the Jew will 
call that statement in question, 
and it is doubtless on this account 
that in recent years rabbis have 
exchanged pulpits with Unitarians, 
and just’as often been fraternized 
with by ministers occupying evan- 
gelical pulpits whose liberal lean- 
ings lead them to doubt, if they 
do not deny, the deity of Jesus 
Christ, the blood atonement, and 
all the other Christian funda- 


mentais. And When those of us’ 


who still stand with John the 
apostie and “abide in the doctrine 
of Christ,’ do not “receive them 
into our -house nor bid them God 
speed,’ thereby becoming fpar- 
their antipathies to 
Christianity, we are denounced as 
*“Anti-Semites,” and spoken of as 
“narrow,” “bigoted” and un- 
brotherly.” 

However, the fact remains that 
Christ, coming into the world by 
the way of a Jewish woman's 
womb, counted them a nation lost 
to God and Jost in sin; and the 
atheism which is sweeping their 
youth, and the political cOmmu- 
nism that is capturing their ma- 
turity are clear indications that 
here again Christ was not mis- 
taken. With the rare exception 
of the converted Jew, Israel is 
‘lost’; and by that we do not 
mean that she is hid away among 
the nations; we do mean that she 
is divorced from God. 

Whosoever denieth the Son, the 
same hath not the Father’—I 
John 2:23. 

It may be a shock to certain 
liberals to say it, but if so, we 
leave them to quarrel with the 
Apostle John rather than with us: 

“Who is a liar but he that de- 
nieth that Jesus is the Christ? 
He is antichrist, that denieth -the 
Father and the Son”’—I John 2:22. 


The Wilful Simmer Is Also Lost 


Among the parables of the New 
Testament, no one is more. sug- 
gestive than the parable of the 
Prodigal Son, recorded in Luke 
15:11-32. It will be remembered 
‘that when he came home, the 
father, speaking of his former con- 
dition, said: 

“It was meet that we should 
be merry, and be-glad: for this 
thy brother was dead, and is alive 
again: and was lost, and is found” 
—({vs. 32). 

All will concede that the main 
point of this great parable is made 
up of four words—‘‘dead,” ‘‘lost,” 
“alive,” “found.” 

When was 
he lost? While away from the 
father in the far country, in sim- 
ful associations—on a swinish Jev- 
el.

There served upon. his staff a 
Colonel Smith who. was. also 
wounded at. Gettysburg. General 


Gordon got down from his horse 
and bore Smith off the field to 
the emergency hospital, where he 
was so successfully ‘treated that 
he could join the command as it 
returned from the engagement. 
Smith was so full of hatred for 
the North that he opposed his old 
Commander in his reconeiliation 
speeches. In those days the Legis- 
latures of the States selected the 
Senators, and Smith was in the 
Georgia Legislature at the time 
Gordon became a candi- 
date for the United States Senate. 
The vote in the House was a 
tie when Smith entered the room, 
and it was known that his vote 
would settle the question. He made 
out his ballot against Gordon, and 


started up to the platform to 
place the decisive vote thereon | 
and defeat his General of Civil | 
War days. 

But just as he came, he looked | 
up on Gordon's face, and he saw 
those deep scars——seven of them | 

that had furrowed the otherwise | 
handsome countenance, He| 
stopped; he looked for a minute, 
earnestly. Then he dropped his| 
head: the tears started from his} 
eyes. He tore up the ballot and 


made out another, saying, “I can- 
not vote against the scars!”

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What must those evangelical preachers in jails in Czechoslovakia 
think? 

The Examiner of December 6 stated, “Bishop Pike noted that 
many minority groups in the United States have from time to 
time been suspected of Communist sympathies, and he said, ‘The 
wonder to us should be that they have done so well in resisting 
Communism in the face of neglect and even affront by members 
of the Church.’ ”’ 

BISHOP PIKE was quoted on the Congressional committees: 
“Bishop Pike said that the House Un-American Activities Committee 
and many ‘self-appointed patriotic groups are alert to ferret out 
and expose people whose political views are anywhere to the left 
of President McKinley.’ ” 

All of this encouraged ROBT. W. MOON, who has 11 left wing 
listings in Lowman’s Recognize Red China?, to publicly attack the 
HUAC on December 8, according to the Examiner of December 9 
as follows: “During the busy morning session, the Rev. Robert W. 
Moon, pastor of Fresno’s First Methodist Church, accused the 
House Un-American Activities Committee of ‘gross distortion, de- 
ceitfulness, and lying’ in the preparation of a movie, ‘Operation 
Abolition.’ The film deals with the riots during the Committee’s 
hearings last May in City Hall. He said that the movie was made 
of television film cut and doctored to show the student demonstrators 
in the worst possible light. ‘I have seen how this film stirs innate 
fascism,’ Rev. Moon said. ‘I have watched it shown at men’s 
luncheon clubs, and seen how the viewers left raging to cram the 
truth down the students’ throats.’ He asked the full assembly to 
condemn the movie, but, since all the members had not seen it, 
the matter was referred to a committee for study.” Mr. Moon’s 
complete statement, which constitutes a beautiful piece of Red 
propaganda, is found in Christian Century of January 4, 1961. 

BISHOP PIKE makes it clear in the December 1960 Pacific 
Churchmen what he thinks the work of the Devil is. “The work 
of the Devil (see the Collect for Epiphany V) brought out a charge 
from Senater McCarthy’s chief research assistant that there were 
7,000 Communist Protestant ministers. In a week we disposed of 
him—and not too long thereafter, of Senator McCarthy. I will 
remind you again of one of my favorite quotations—from the Cal- 
vinist Beza: “The Church is an anvil that has worn out many a 
hammer.” The bishop is a big operator and disposes of senators 
at will. This contains a manifest untruth, for Dr. J. B. Matthews 
never made the statement that there were 7,000 Communist minis- 
ters. He did say in July 1953 American Mercury, “The largest single 
group supporting the Communist apparatus in the US today is 
composed of Protestant clergymen. Since the beginning of the 
First Cold War in April 1948, the Communist Party of this country 
has placed more and more reliance upon the ranks of the Protestant 
clergy to provide the party’s subversive apparatus with its agents, 
stooges, dupes, front men and fellow-travelers.”’ 

Here is an interesting paragraph: “If we examine world history 
of the past several decades it becomes apparent to even the political- 
ly naive that the main danger to freedom and the greatest restric- 
tion to personal liberties has come from forces masking themselves 
as anti-Communist.” One might think that was taken from an NCC 
release, but instead it was from the Communist Party paper here 
in the West. 

Flowery praise for RALPH LORD ROY’S new book, Com- 
munism and the Churches, was found in the General Assembly 
News for December 8 as “a chronicle of the growth of social concern 
in the churches in the twentieth century—a concern which has 
flowered despite repeated efforts to destroy it on the part of Com- 
munists and ‘anti-Communists’ alike.” The editorial stated, “Com- 
munsm and the Churches makes clear the wide gulf between the 
few ecclesiastical apologists for Communism and the many dynamic 
leaders of social concern in the American churches, who are shown 
to be effective opponents of Communism. Roy’s conclusions are 
the same as those that have motivated most knowledgeable Ameri- 
can churchmen during the past decade, as they have successfully 
protected the churches from exploitation by outside influences— 
Communist and ‘anti-Communist.’ ” 
anti-Communist fraud—‘“Operation Whitewash.” It 
by the Fund for the Republic. 

During the Air Force Manual episode, according to the NCC 
delegate’s Workbook, the NCC had a “crash” program to print up 
5,000 handbooks of 87 pages; 150,000 copies of a condensed version 
of the book, plus 20,000 copies of the Congressional Record of 
April 19, 1960, when Republican Edith Green and 15 Congressmen 
had a three-hour floor show in the House in defense of the NCC. 
Since then, every senator and representative has been added to 
the NCC mailing lists for regular brainwashing materials. 

A further attack on HUAC was contained in NCC General 
Secretary's Decade Report in which he says on page 43: “We have 
deeply regretted therefore the necessity for taking actions which 
have been critical of specific aims of our government on two 
oceasions during the past decade; THE FIRST in relation to unfair 
practices of the Committee on Un-American Activities, the conse- 
quences of which remain to this day; THE SECOND more recent- 
ly in relation to the attacks on religious liberty and freedom of the 
press, upon the leadership of the churches and upon this Council, 
which through a combination of civilian employee dereliction and 
administrative negligence found their way into Air Force Manual 
No. 2055 and which were once again abetted by the same Con- 
gressional committee. The prompt correction of this serious error 
by the highest administrative officers concerned was acknowledged 
and appreciated. The solid support from leaders of other faiths, 
from leaders in the Congress, from the public press and from

UN membership to the People’s Republic of China can no longer

The delegate Workbook published actions of the General Board 
of the NCC on page 41, where their blessing was placed on the call 
for recognition of Red China as expressed in the Fifth World 
Order Study report. Among the resolutions cited were: “Commend- 
ing the report of the Fifth World Order Study Conference, and 
calling upon the constituent communions and all American citizens 
to study the full text of the message.” On the same page they 
passed an action “Protesting loyalty Oath requirement in the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act of 1958.” Another action was, “Record- 
ing opposition for an amendment to the Constitution of the United 


States intending to declare the 


United States to be a Christian 


nation.” Unbelievable, but there it is in black-and-white. 
Herbert Philbrick, in analyzing the peace proposals of the 
Fifth World Order Study Conference, stated, “I have been a student 


of Communist propaganda for more than 20 years... 


. On the 


basis of that background, knowledge and study, the “peace” propa- 
ganda now being distributed to the local churches by the National 
Council of Churches is, in my opinion, the slickest, neatest, trickiest, 
and the most'insideous I have ever seen.”

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nations is stated about as frankly as anyone would want in NCC 
General Secretary Roy G. Ross’s report on December 5, where he 
stated the first concern of the churches: “First, the churches have 
sounded a clear voice regarding the imperative for maintenance 


- of peace in a world where war would inevitably bring tragedy to 


all people and the annihilation of civilization. The scope of the 
problem is tremendous and includes such moot questions as the 
need for world government and the adequacy of the present role 
of the United Nations, the uses and methods of control of nuclear 
energy, the right of nations with regard to exploration and control 
of outer space, methods of disarmament and the advisability of the 
maintenance of communication with Communist nations.” 

On the United Nations, the Chronicle stated on December 7, 
“Christians should vigorously. support efforts to strengthen the 
United Nations—even at the risk of leaving the United States out- 
voted, the National Council of Churches decided last night.” 


senator Wm. F. Knowland, who has frequently critized the 
NCC for their Red China policy, in an Oakland Tribune editorial 
struck back at the NCC UN policy on December 8: “. . . when they 
turn their weight toward dictating foreign policies of the US Gov- 


ernment, they lay themselves open to criticism. The resolution .. .. 


which declares that the US may soon have to subordinate its will 
to that of the United Nations, seems scarcely in keeping with an 
assembly whose ecumenical interest revolves around the pulpit... . 
It surely is not the will of the people of the United States that they 
waive their sovereign rights at the whim or will of a majority of 
the UN. The American people are not about to surrender our 
eonstitutional system or our Bill of Rights guarantees to a world 
government wherein international Communism has substantial pow- 
er.” Thank God for a couragegus word from the senator. The good 
senator has much to learn about the subversive character of the 
NCC —that it intends to take over in every aspect of life—domestic, 
political and international affairs. The NCC constitutes one of the 
great menaces to our freedom in America today. 


We got a little weary of hearing about revolution, but this 
must have been a delight to the Communist heart. Bishop Leslie 
Newbigin of South India was quoted in the Oakland Tribune for 
December 9, “Christians should not try to hold back the revolution 
of our time but bear witness within to its true meaning—a frontal 
attack on injustice, tyranny and misery.” Herman Ressig said on 
December 8, “Revolutions always move too fast when those in con- 
trol of unjust systems move too slowly. Justice thwarted turns to 
wrath, The people who see, the people who care, have now an 
awesomely great opportunity.” 


The presentation of the Foreign Mission Division on December 
7 at a plenary session was a mixture of ignorance and deception with 
respect to the Red revolution in Cuba. “We must hear what God 
is saying to us through the world revolution ....-We must not 
concede the revolution to Communism. We must not write off 
revolutionary situations as lost to the Christian cause. The Gospel, 
itself, is the root cause of creative revolution. It is the prime 
source of concern for freedom, opportunity, and equality. The revolu- 
tion of our time makes possible a presentation of the Lordship 
of Jesus Christ with a weight of urgency and conviction not 
equalled in any previous generation.” 


The same report goes on about Cuba: “A social revolution 
was long overdue .... But this revolution went deeper than the 
change of leadership customary in a Latin American revolution. 
It was a forthright effort to replace injustice with justice, ignorance 
with education, large landholdings operated under a system of 
peonage with land reform, or so it seemed ... . But it is easy to 
pin the label of ‘Communism’ on every social reform. The fact that 
Castro took land without paying for it, that he is hostile to Ameri- 
can capitalists does not necessarily make him a Communist. It is 
assumed by many that ‘Fidelismo’ and Communism are the same 
thing . . . . It would seem that at some point Castro made the 
decision to use the Russians and Chinese in a desperate struggle for 
survival, believing that he could control them and that the distances 
involved would make any physical conquest of Cuba impossible. 
While Fidel Castro has never publicly admitted allegiance, etc. etc.” 
And this crowd of naive dreamers want to set up the kingdom of 
God! The NCC did not hold a memorial service in San Francisco for 
the hundreds of anti-Castro people who were brutally executed 
after the “Liberation.” However, as some of them looked longingly 
toward San Quentin as they motored over the bridges there was a 
bit of sadness as they thought of Caryl Chessman and their un- 
successful fight to save him. 


On December 6, the retiring BISHOP OXNAM who considers 
the God of the Old Testament as a “dirty bully,” said in a major 
NCC address, “Yesterday when a man spoke of an Age of Revolution 
certain guardians of the Ark, with supersensitive ears, reported him 
as subversive. Now even the dullest know we live in an Age of 
Revolution.” What the bishop is talking about is not the aspect of 
change, but he is speaking about an upheaval of society that is 
best illustrated in what they encouraged to take place in Cuba, 
the destruction of our social order and replacing it by socialism. 


Another aspect which would have delighted the Reds was the 
continued emphasis upon peace. A. DALE FIERS, one of the top 
NCC officials, in a major address on December 7 in summing up 
the critical problems facing the NCC .. . stated, “The need for 
building a peaceful world. No other thing was mentioned more 
often than this... . It is quite clear on the basis of this research 
project that the need for a peaceful world in the judgment of the 
churches must take its place at the top of any list of needs related 
to our social and cultural situation.” In the Review of Reports on 
December 9 the NCC indicated that the most pressing problems 
were: First, international peace, with emphasis upon world order 
and peace with justice, and a strong expression that ‘the NCC 
take the lead in mobilizing all its divisiogs, departments and con- 
stituent communions and cooperating agencies during the next 
triennium, using all available channels of communication, to rally 
support for the building of a peaceful world in harmony with the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ.” ? 

The Department of International Affairs of the NCC states 
its line clearly, which meshes perfectly with the Communist Party 
line. When a moment of military weakness arrives in the US we 
will not be surprised if the NCC leaders will be the first to call 
for complete surrender to the Communists. The World Council 


has already indicated that it is our Christian duty to surrender 
and come to terms with the Reds. 


Look at these NCC objectives and see if you can tell any dif- 
ference with the Communist Party: Peaceful co-existence, total 
disarmament, ban nuclear testing, eliminate loyalty-security laws, 
abolish loyalty oaths, abolish all investigative committees on Com- 
munism, complete integration, social revolution to replace present 
social order, increase foreign aid and foreign aid to Communist 
countries, recognition of Red China, discrediting J. Edgar Hoover 
and FBI, revision of Immigration and Passport laws, clemency for 
convicted spies, scientific reconstruction of religion. 


With respect to the social service work of the NCC, the Work- 
book indicated on page 191 that Communist Yugoslavia received 
25% of all expenditures under Church World Service in the years 
1957-1959. 

One of the saddest things to see was the advertisement and 
distribution by the NCC of the Barnhouse reprint from Eternity 
on “Communism and the National Council] of Churches,” which 
was a feeble attempt to whitewash the NCC. 


8. Abandonment of the Reformation 

DR. JAMES I. McCORD, president of Princeton Seminary, was 
reported in the News-Call Bulletin of December 7 as saying, “My 
theme has been that co-operation is not enough. Many sensitive 
critics are convinced that we have seen the end of the Protestant 
era. In the economy of God it has been allowed for four centuries. 
The situation now is radically changed.” The NCC General Assembly 
News for December 7 quoted Dr. McCord, “It is increasingly clear 
that the ecumenical movement (the movement for Christian unity) 
at home and abroad cannot be equated with pan-Protestantism. 
Eastern Orthodoxy has played and continues to play a major role 
in all our discussions and actions, and is a constant challenge 
to us to realize the catholicity of our own traditions.” 

DR. BLAKE in his Grace Cathedral sermon said: “Let me 
begin by re-emphasizing the requirement that a reunited Church 
must be both reformed and catholic. If at this time we are to 
begin to bridge over the chasm of the Reformation, those of us 
who are of the Reformation tradition must recapture an apprecia- 
tion of all that has been preserved by the catholic parts of the 
Church, and equally those of the Catholic tradition must be willing 
to accept and take to themselves as of God all that nearly five 
hundred years of reformation has contributed to the renewal of 
Christ’s Church.” 

DR: WM. A. NORGREN, NCC official, in a message, “‘Thoughts 
on the Spiritual Significance of the Ecumenical Movement,” which 
was distributed for the benefit of the delegates, said, “Today the 
ecumenical movement is moving into a new stage characterized by 
extension and complication. It. is now for the first time engaging 
virtually the whole of the Christian world: Protestant, Anglican, 
Orthodox and Roman Catholic.” 

The NCC enjoyed a worship service in which they prayed for 
the dead. On Wednesday, December 7, before Bishop Pike spoke 
to the NCC, the crowd was led in an orthodox Catholic worship 
service by Father Altounian, Father Sempadian and Bishop Verje- 
bedian, in which the Only-Begotten Son “who didst design to become 
incarnate through the Holy Mother-of-God and every virgin’ was 
recognized. While the bishop was making the sign of the cross over 
the people, the deacon prayed “for the souls of them that are at 
rest and fallen asleep in Christ in the true and orthodox faith, let 
us beseech the Lord.” 

Dr. Norgren wrote in a footnote to his message: “The Abbe 
Paul Couturier was a priest of the Archdiocese of Lyon in France 
who labored as an apostle of unity for over thirty years and died 
in 1953. His greatest contribution was the holiness of .-his life, 
which he gave for the unity of the Church. He’ developed the 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity in such a way that it has 
come to unite in one prayer and at one time Christians of all con- 
fessions. He may yet be reckoned one of the greatest figures in 
the ecumenical movement, not least because his was a hidden life 
of devotion to the will of Christ for His Church.” 

In the Review of Reports we find as one of the urgent needs, 
“The Department of Religious Liberty should be in a position to 
help churches and councils of churches conduct a dialogue with 
Roman Catholics.” One thing was perfectly clear—when NCC leaders 
speak of unity they have in mind nothing less than unity with Rome. 


9. The Crash Program for Church Merger 

This was the most repentant Assembly ever held. NCC leaders 
were repenting of their sins all over the place. Bishop Pike was 
quoted in the Chronicle of December 6, “Dr. Blake’s marvelous 
plan will take ten years. Why should we keep on sinning? Why 
should we wait ten years to repent? I propose that in every new 
situation—every new suburb or community—we go in together as a 
multi-denominational church linked to the various national bodies.”’ 

In the official “Message to the Member Churches” we read, “We 
confess Jesus Christ as Lord of all life. But we acknowledge that 
in our sinfulness we have not allowed Him to be in all things the 
Lord of the Church. Not the churches’ diversity but their separation 
from one another is the heart of this sinfulness.’”’ The Protestant 
Episcopal Church took a full-page advertisement in the Chronicle 
for December 3 in their special NCC edition, to say these words, 
“We are members of one body, yet through our blindness and sin 
we are divided. We are brought together by our oneness and by 
our disunity. We are called to repentance for the sin of division 
and we are called to pray and work for the visible unity of the 
church of Christ.” 

DR. WM. A. NORGREN said: “We are not one in service. We 
have achieved only partial joint service through councils of church- 
es. We are not one in hope. We despair of God’s power to renew 
the Church through His Holy Spirit. But after confession of sin 
we must determine to be obedient .... As all Christians are guilty 
of the sin of separation, each of us has need, first for specific 
repentance, and second for prayer that the good God will restore 
His Church as He wills.’ ROBERT W. SPIKE, United Church 
mission executive, said Thursday, “Competition, pettiness, ecclesi- 
astical arrogance over concern with organization itself—these are 
the real sins against the wholeness of Christ’s Church.” 

DR. CARL McINTIRE commented on all this penitence when 
he spoke at the War Memorial Veterans Building: “Directing the 
proposals of these ecumenical leaders is a twisted system of 
thought. They talk of the sin of their divisions and the needs of 
repentance and completely ignore the sin of their unbelief and 
their abuse of the Person, birth, vicarious death and bodily resur-

THE 
CATEGORICAL 
IMPERATIVE 


So philosophy calls it, 
but the Word of God uses 
simpler and clearer lan- 
guage. “It was necessary,”’ 
Paul told the Jews at Anti- 
och, “that the Word of God 
should first have been spok- 
en to you.” That is, as if he 
were to say, “I can’t help 
myself; it is a categorical 
imperative!” 


The imperative lies in- 
herently in the very nature 
of the case. The natural 
procedure is to start any 
Gospel program with the 
Jew. Sentiment calls for it; 
gratitude requires it; and, 
above all, God commands it! 
So powerfully was this con- 
viction borne in upon the 
conscience of Paul, and so 
important did he consider 
Jewish conversion, that he 
cried out, “I could wish that 
myself were accursed from 
Christ for my brethren.,.

réction of Christ Bible-believing Christians in the United 
Stdtes never faced a greatgs challenge or a darker hour” (Oakland 
Tribtine, December 7). 


The NCC leaders were impatient at the ecumenical snail's pace, 
although opponents feel that they are rushing with break-neck speed. 
Dr. Van Dusen said as he. read “The Message” to the delegates, 
“In this country and elsewhere unions of formerly separated denomi- 
nations have been consummated. Yet we must confess that, in 
relation to the urgency ofthe imperative, the pace of accomplish- 
ment has been glacial in-its slowness.” 


Further distress is expressed by Dr. Fiers in his December 7 
address, “Church leaders are thinking seriously about unity and 
are distressed by the situation in which they find “themselves, 
firmly believing in unity, but giving it only secondary loyalty be- 
cause of their basic involvement in the work of the communion.” 

DR. A. DALE FIERS clothes the NCC philosophy of long- 
range strategic planning of the denomination and merger in pious 
terms of Calvary and Géthsemene: “Comprehensive long-range 
planning at this point does not mean a packaged program to be 
adopted. It is more like an old rugged cross upon which our 
denominational separateness must be sacrificed if the larger inter- 
ests of the kingdom of God are to be served. I think I can speak 
for our general committee, the staff of the Council] and for many 
who have been involved in these years of study and preparation when 
I say that, far from racing to embrace comprehensive long-range 
planning as the latest fad, our inclination has been to drop upon 
our knees in some secluded Gethsemane and say, ‘O Father, if it 
bé possible, let this cup pass from us.’ We have no desire to present 
this proposal in high-sounding phrases that would cover up the 
hard work, the grinding disciplines, the grating confrontations, the 
patient plodding which will be required to plan together effectively 
ahd comprehensively in long-range terms for the fulfillment of our 
mission. Rather, we would call this Council to a realization that com- 
prehensive long-range planning demands the kind of sacrifice that 
will cause us to shed the blood of our denominational separateness, 
generate the sweat of genuine cooperative effort and weep the 
téars of common concern. But only so can we lay hold upon the 


real, abiding and glorious fruits of Christian fellowship, witness 
and service which God makes possible for us at a time like this. 
Someone might object and say, ‘Well, if it is so difficult, why at- 


tempt it at all?’ The answer is that our world cries out in its 
need for a united witness and a united church. We cannot escape 
the narrow way that leads to this cross of togetherness unless we 
walk in the broad way of sectarian separateness which is the way 
that leads to destructive division, excessive duplication, wasteful 
competition and, ‘worst of all, irrelevance to the needs of humanity 
and the purposes of God. The church in its hours of greatness has 
never chosen the easy way, but has always taken up its cross and 
followed its Lord to Calvary.” 

In their haste to move too rapidly, some inter-council tension 
developed. The News-Call Bulletin of December 8 reported: “Mean- 
while a sharp difference of opinion has developed within the council 
of churches working organization on a super-church plan, the News- 
Oall Bulletin learned. A closed meeting of the Message to Member 
Churches Committee on Tuesday set the stage for the argument, 
with the Rev. Truman B. Douglass, chief drafter of the majority 
report, apparently against it. Rev. Douglass ... and Dr. Henry 
Van Dusen, chairman of the 42-member committee, failed in a 
proposal that the National Council of Churches should be permitted 
to ordain ministers, administer sacraments‘and to accept congrega- 


tions ‘into membership without denominational ties. This could lead’ 


to a ‘super-church,’ its opponents felt.”

Protestants might well be glad that John F. Kennedy is in 
control of the White House and not one of the NCC leaders. Roman 
Catholic ‘Governor Pat Brown opened the Assembly on December 4 
with these words, “Your decisions will reach into every American 
town and many nations of the world. And your voice, I am sure, 
will be raised in behalf of religious freed6ém. Of all the high 


privileges of democracy, this is one of the most deeply cherished.” © 


We can be ‘sure of the first half of his statement coming true. 

Just how serious they are about reaching into every town can 
be seen in Dr. Dahlberg’s remarks in his opening address: “We have 
a biblical mandate to extend the sway of Christ’s spirit over govern- 
ments, races, peoples, freedoms, military and economic power struc- 
Good News 
of God in Christ was meant for every area‘of man’s existence.” 

A little box note in the General Assembly News of December 8 
said, “A dark, grey, herring-bone coat belonging to Edward H. 
Pruden was taken by mistake at the Faith and Order luncheon 
Wednesday at the Hotel Whitcomb. Will ‘taker by mistake’ please 
return coat to Mr. Pruden at the Hotel Alexander Hamilton.” 
President Truman’s former pastor, Pruden, may have lost his 
coat at the NCC meeting, but if this crowd comes to ecclesiastical 
power and then combines their political leverage with it, the rest 
of us will have lost our shirts! 

They will tell the churches who can force their way into the 
churches. In the Review of Reports, page 5, “This Assembly is 
urged to support the fight of students to worship in any church 
without regard to color and to support the principles but not the 
particular technique, of ‘kneel ins.’’”’ Negro Bishop F. D. Jordan 
was quoted in an NCC release, “Asked about the possible effects 
ef economic pressures by church groups to encourage integration, 
Bishop Jordan said there is ‘a growing feeling that some economic 
power does have to be brought into play.’ ”’ 

BISHOP OXNAM gave an idea of what he would do to his 
opponents if he got a chance to ride the beast, “Unity demands 
repentance. Strident voices, the use of the contemporary rack and 
the method of inquisition, the injection of hatred and the practice 
of perjury upon the part ‘of the opponents of the reunion of ‘Chris- 
tians, all in the name of doing the work of the Lord, must ‘go.” 

The long-range planning program simply means that the first 
amendment will have rough ‘going when Bible-believing churches 
want to express the ‘free exercise” of religious freedom in establish- 
ing new churches in the new cities and subdivisions of the future.

so we should ‘not ‘be surprised. He stated, ‘““We happen to live in-an 


era of transition in which all the words we know are changing. 


Our operative images are changing. It is no longer true that we all 
mean ‘the same* thing when we use the same words.” We have 
suspected this for some time but we appreciate his telling us. 


Now a case in point. In DR. BLAKE’S message in Bishop Pike’s 
pulpit he stated,-“The reunited Church must .clearly confess the 


‘historic trinitarian faith received from the apostles and set forth in 


the Apostles’ and -Nicene .Creeds.”’ That’s pretty clear if they mean 
what Bible-believing. people mean. However, Bishop Pike dropped 
a bombshell on the theological world in the Christian Century 
of December 21, 1960, in which he stated flatly, ‘Take the Trinity— 
a doctrinal formulation which I did not question ten years ago... . 
I see nothing in the Bible, as critically viewed, which ‘supports 


‘this particularly weak and unintelligible philosophical organization 


of the nature of God.” 


On the matter of a one-workd government, NCC official 
Herman F. Reissig in an NCC address was reported in the General 
Assembly News _of December 9, “He admitted, howéver, that ‘even 
now, a world society with a comprehensively sévereign world ‘gov- 
ernment moving toward the reduction of all political and cultural 
differences and the creation of a universal way of life, is an unlikely 
and profoundly unwelcome prospect.’’’ But NCC General Secretary 
ROY G. ROSS said in his report that one of the basic matters 
for us to face was “the problem of how to achieve world govern- 
ment among nations which are willing to yield no sovereignty.” 


On the key issue of merger, DR..DAHLBERG said in his key- 
address, “An effective gospel for the whole world needs a 
united church. By a ainited church we do not mean a super-church 

our National Council constitution expressly forbids this—nor do 
we mean a superficial kind of backslapping togetherheid whereby 
people have no real religious convictions.” This statement becomes 
pure nonsense when stacked alongside Dr. Blake’s proposed merger 
or when compared with all the repentance going on at the NCC. 

In BISHOP PIKE’S December 5 NCC address you would get 
the impression that he believes in the Christian God. “Another 
basic cause of our irrelevancy is our attempt to make religion man- 
centered rather than God-centered. Deep at the heart of our ‘re- 
ligious boom’ has been the idea ‘religion is good for you.’ Instead of 
adhering to Christian principles of righteousness and.moral responsi- 
bility, we have often dealt with our religion in terms of a ‘eheap 
tranquilizer.’ A living Christianity will disturb peace of mind as much 
as it will provide for it.” There is no doubt but what Bishop Pike has 
done his part in disturbing the hearts of thousands of his own Episco- 
However, let’s consult his Christian 
articie to see if he even believes in the Christian God, “But the 
kind of a god I first believed in, who would limit salvation to a 
select group of people who happen to have heard the news and 
heard it well ... is an impossible god. As to this god, I am now 
an atheist.” He continues this incredible line by stating: “I have 
preached more and more in the past decade on the values of atheism 
and agnosticism. Atheists debunk the small god. I have found 
that in almost. every case the atheist is opposing a concept of 
God which I myself disbelieve. As to the agnostic, he often has 
doubts about things I have doubts about. There has to be a large 
measure of agnosticism in true religion.”

12, The National Council and the Social Gospel 

People who occupy the pews have no idea how far the ecu- 
menical leaders have departed from the Gospel as defined in the 
New Testament (I Cor. 15:3, 4). Dr. J. B. Matthews said in “Reds 
and Our Churches,” American Mercury, July 1953: “A. partial 
explanation of these thousands of clergymen who have collaborated 
in one way or another with the Communist-front apparatus may 
be found in the vogue of the ‘social gospel’ which infected the Protes- 
tant theological seminaries more than a generation ago. Many 
graduates of the ‘liberalized’ Protestant seminaries abandoned re- 
ligion altogether in favor of the ‘social gospel.’ The Rev. Walter 
Raushenbusch, with his ‘Christianizing the Social Order,’ and the 
Rev. Harry F. Ward, with his “The New Social Order,’ pioneered 
the ‘social gospel’ in the years before World War I, the former 
a Baptist.and the latter a Methodist.” 

DR. W. EARLE SMITH, co-chairman of the 1958 Graham 
Crusade in San Francisco, had a large ad placed in the special 
NCC edition of the Chronicle on page 15 in which the American 
Baptist Churches of the Bay Area welcomed the NCC delegates to 
town. It said, “These churches are among 6,000 American Baptist 
Churches in 42 states united to serve Jesus Christ as missionaries of 
the Gospel, witnesses to religious liberty, and as prophets of social 
justice.” Under the latter point were these revealing words con- 
cerning one who will surely be canonized as their first saint when 
the NCC gets around to these ecumenical details: “A pioneer prophet 
was the Baptist, Walter Rauschenbusch (1861-1918), who preached 
and labored to correct injustices that gave ‘Hell’s Kitchen’ its name 
in New York City. His writing awoke churches to the demands 
of Jesus Christ for justice and ‘mercy for mothers and children in 
tenement slums; for the poor, the laborer, and all people injured 
by their fellowman. This prophetic ministry continues in American 
Baptist churches, concerned for minority peoples, and for unjustice, 
wherever it is.” 

DR. EDWIN T. DAHLBERG, who was current president of 
the NCC, was a personal secretary for Walter Rauschenbusch. 
He was one of the speakers the evening in Rochester in June, 1960, 
when Rauschenbusch was honored at the American Baptist Con- 
vention. He has also delivered the Rauschenbusch lectures at Roches- 
ter-Colgate Seminary. He stated before the NCC the outline of their 
work in San Francisco: “Decisions must be made in every field 
of life: The culture of our youth, the utilization of the mass media 
of communication, the release of the lay forces of Christianity, 
the nature of the unity we seek, the establishment of justice and 
peace in the life of industries, races, and fiations, and the develop- 
ment of a theological understanding commensurate with the unbe- 
lievable advances of science and learning in our time.” 

DR. HENRY VAN DUSEN read these proposals in the official 
Message on December 8: “We call upon the churches to find new 
and co-operative ways of helping men and women solve tke critical 
problems of our society—to improve the quality of education -and 
extend its benefits to all who are qualified to appropriate them; to 
halt the decay at the heart of our great cities and to rebuild them 
as fit hhabitations for men; to encourage artists, writers, and mu- 
sicians in their labors to interpret ‘the tragedies, victories and mean- 
ings of human existence in our time; to guide persons toward the 
creative use of the new-found leisure’which ‘technology ‘has ‘bestowed;

The luncheon crowd of Bible-believing groups drafted and 
unanimously adopted a statement which read: 
Protestant denominations in this country or throughout the world 
that is based upon sacrifice of scriptural principle and that denies 
the validity of the Bible as the infallible Word of God, is a merger 
against the Gospel of Christ. We cannot endorse the genius of Dr. 
Eugene Carson Blake’s suggestion for an amalgamation of churches. 
We can see in this proposal only harm to historic Protestantism. 
The proposal is but another step in the long line of mergers neces- 
sary to the development of the ‘coming great church’ that is the 
dream of the leadership of the National Council of Churches. When 
men become so possessed with their own thoughts that they plan 
plans which ignore our biblical mandate to preach the Gospel, and 
construct organizations based on their wisdom and not God’s truth, 
the cause of Christ is not furthered and the salvation of souls is 
restricted. We would record ourselves at this time in opposition to 
the ecumenical movement as represented in the National and World 
Councils of Churches, and we would urge all Bible-believing people, 
minister and layman alike, to raise a witness to Christ capable of 
rendering ineffectual the thrust of the ecumenical movement.”

children should be spanked and 
spanked soundly. There are many, 
many Scriptures that teach a 
child should be spanked when he is 
disobedient. 

“He that spareth his rod hateth 
his son: but he that loveth him 
chasteneth him betimes” (Prov- 
erbs 13:24). 

“Chasten thy son while there 
is hope, and let not thy soul spare 
for his crying” (Proverbs 19:18). 

“Withhold not correction from 
the child: for if thou beatest him 
with the rod, he shall not die” 
(Proverbs 23:13). 

“The rod and reproof gives wis- 
dom: but a child left to himself 
bringeth his mother to shame” 
(Proverbs 29:15). 

“Correct thy son, and he shall 
give thee rest; yea, he shall give 
delight unto thy soul” (Proverbs 


29:17). 
These verses certainly teach 
children should sometimes be 


spanked. But spanked how—and 
when—and why? 

A divine pattern is set down in 
Revelation 3:19: 

“As many as I love, I rebuke 
and chasten: be zealous therefore 
and repent.” 

In Hebrews 12:6-11 we are told 
that “whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth.” 

Loving comes before whipping! 
First, a father and mother should 
honestly love the youngsters. And, 
if the child does wrong, he should 


rebuke him. That is, he ought to 


do his dead-level best to talk the 
child into doing right. Then if 
he cannot talk the child into do- 
ing right he ought to try to spank 
him into doing right. 

This discipline ought to begin 
while the child is still just a 
baby. And do not let any child 
psychologist tell you this will not 


work because it certainly will. It 
is the Word of God. 
Parents, love your. children. 


Play with them. When they are 
older, have companionship with 
them. Talk things over with them. 
Make them know beyond any 
shadow of a doubt that you do 
love them and love them sincerely. 
Then when you have to punish 
them, they will see the justice of 
it and they really will believe 
that you are doing it in love. 


I do not think I am any special 
example of what a father ought 
to be I am not trying to tell you 
that I believe Cathy is any great 
example of what a mother ought 
to be. But I can tell you this 
and tell you the truth: we do try 
and we try hard to be the kind 
of parents that God can bless. We 
not only love our younsters enough 
to play with them and visit with 
them,- but we love them enough 
to have Bible reading and prayer 
with them every day of the world 
and we love them enough to 
punish them when they deliberate- 
ly do wrong.

‘purely economic basis.’’ The socialistic planners of the NCC wilt 
. devise some successful formula for removing the roadblocks which 


the laymen have erected. 


Dr. Fiers summed up his address on long-range planning by 
saying, “We stand at an historic point in the life of the National 
Council and in the ecumenical movement in America .... The re- 
mainder of this century stretches out before us.” There is not a line 
or thought of the possibility that the sovereign Christ may return 
and demolish this Babel which they are constructing in total dis 
regard and in utter defiance of the Son of God. One who has a 
love for the eschatological program set forth in the Scriptures, can 
easily detect the advance for the apostasy. 

The oft-repeated statements which we hear, that one church 
is as good as another and that we all believe the same things and 
are going to the same place, cannot be substantiated by the recent 
General Assembly in San Francisco. The god of Bishop Pike cannot 
be the Christian God of the Scriptures by any wild stretch of the 
imagination. The word of the ecumenicists cannot be the Word of 
God. The theology of these religionists is not the theology of the 
Bible, but the natural theology of their own cunningly devised 
doctrines. In the light of these developments, such Scriptures ag 
Revelation 18:2 take on meaning, “And he cried mightily with a 
strong voice, saying, Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and is 
become the habitations of devils, and the hold of every foul spirit, 
and a cage of every unclean and hateful bird.” The call of God ig 
the same in this age as in the tribulation period, “Come out of her, 
my people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive 
not of her plagues.” 

As people with spiritual discernment listen to these grandiose 
religious schemes and long-range plans which have been formulated 
by these ecumenical leaders, it is no wonder that they think of what 
Jude says when he speaks of “these filthy dreamers.’ God's people 
should read with fresh interest such Scriptures as Revelation 17 
and 18, Jude, II John, II Thessalonians and II Peter. We should 
never cease to rejoice in the God of our salvation, in the blood of 


the Lamb, in the Gospel of Christ, in the Word of the Lord, and 
in the return of our Saviour.

drunkenness, every kind of lust, 
every kind of anger, dope habits, 
liquor habits, gambling crazes and 
such matters—these things must 
surely often be wrought by the 
indwelling demons who possess 
people. There is no shadow of 
doubt but that in the case of many 
insane people the unbalance of 
their minds means that they are 
possessed with evil spirits. 

So this man is a sample case. 
Whether we know it or not, the 
most modern and kindly, the best 
educated and best trained man or 
woman, if he or she be unsaved, 
is in the hands of the evil enemy 
of our souls. Such a person is 
under the influence of Satan him- 
self. Whether he has individual 
demonic possession such as took 


place in Bible times, I do not 
know. But if he is not converted, 
if he is not God’s own child, he 


is a child of the Devil. 


Here is a man who “ware no 
clothes, neither abode in any 
house.” I would sometimes like 


to take time to talk to you about 
the Bible and clothes. 

When Adam and Eve sinned and 
were cast out of the garden they 


were then conscious that they 
were naked. They were ashamed 
and made themselves aprons of 


fig leaves. Then God made them 
coats of skins to cover their nak- 
edness and made it clear to man 
that from that time on people 
Should cover their bodies with 
clothes. He made it elear that 
one should not uncover the naked- 
ness of his father or his mother 
or his sister or his brother, as the 
case might be. God wants us to 
wear clothes as a type and as a 
sign of our own nakedness before 
God and our sinful nature. How 
we do need the covering mercy of 
Christ’s own righteousness! 

So I say that as a sign of his 
wickedness, as a sign of his demon- 
possession, this man was without 
any clothes, was naked. And in 
the roaring anger and the wild 
destructive moods that came up- 
on him as he was possessed with 
these devils, he lived alone and 
cut himself on the rocks. His 
weird howls and screams made 
the countryside fear him. He 
could not be bound with chains. 
With demoniac powers he would 
break the chains and ropes with 
which the people tried to bind 
him. He would break out of cages 
or cells or imprisonments. Oh, I 
say, this man is a sample case of 
a man possessed with devils, a 
man led into sin. And Jesus came 
and sought him. 

“When he saw Jesus, he cried 
out, and fell down before him, and 
with a loud voice said, What have 
I to do with thee, Jesus, thou 
Son of God most high? I beseech 
thee, torment me not.” 

Jesus had commanded the un- 
clean spirit to come out of him, 
The unclean spirit in him spoke 
to Jesus and said, ‘I know You, 
Jesus.’
